GEORGE DRUMMOND, Ese 


LORD PROVOST OF EDINBURGHLY 


WiTH A PORTRAIT, 


TT HE lives of many of che be- 
nefactors of Scotland during 
the eighteenth century have not 
been recorded, nor tranfmitted to 
poterity, with the laudible induf 
try of neighbouring nations, nor the 
gratitude which their merit and 
lervices deferved. Few of the lite- 
rary men ot this kingdom, have 
found a hillorian of fpirit and in- 
sormation, equal to the tafk of tra- 
cig the path which conducted them 
totame. “Phe eivil and political or- 
haments of the nation, have been 
Move generally neglected. While 
cavy aud party prejudice remained 
'o depreciate their actions, and dark- 
en the motives of their conduc, a 
fatr “atement of the truth could 
arenes be expected; and, when 
ticle had expired with their lives, 
the public was content with enjoy- 
mg the benefits of theirvirtues, with- 
vut Temembering the fources of its

north, Juperitition and the bigotry 
of ancient cultoms, precluded every 
hope of improvement. Inthe fouth, 
the mhabitunts were poor and de- 
jected ; their fpirit broken with re- 
peated mistortunes in trade and 
commerce ; their minds deeply tinc- 
tured with narrow ipeculative pre- 
judices. The pretence and energy of a 
court no Icnger cheered the metrupo- 
lis. Her ftreets were untrodden; her

Arter the ietirement of the mi- 
nifier, Mr Drun+mond contmued to 
hold his plice as a Commillioner ot 
the Cuittums. On the 15th of Oc. 
tober 1737, he was furtaer promo- 
ted to be one cf the Commihoners 
ct Excue, an office which he retain- 
during the remainder of lits lite. 

On che 5th of July 1727, he had 
been numed ove of the Commifiion- 
ers ond ‘Truttees for improving Fith- 
and Manutactures in Scotland; 
as connected with the city of Edin- 
burch, he now became the principal 
agent ia the very benevolent and 
patriouc iniuitution of a public in- 
hrmary. 

Tur poor of the city, fuch as 
Were freemen, had, before this pe- 
Ht, been fupported by from 
Wie cliy’s revenues, and phy ficians 
‘Seen appointed to attend them 
pruus, by order of the magiitrates. 
increaing number, their un. 
ad antage sof a fixed then 
might vifit them re- 
In i725, the Royal Col- 
Phyficians, athited by the 


members of the Corporation of Sur- 
geon apothecaries, and other chari- 
table perfons, undertook to opena 
fub{fcription for an infirmary, or 
houle for the reception of fick poor. 
By various methods, the fum of 
L. 2000 was collected, which the 
Corporation of Phyfictans, in the 
year 1729, by advice of a commit. 
tee of the contributors, applied to 
the purpoies of the inftiuuon. The 
advantayes of this {cheme were, in 
afew years, contirmed by experi- 
ence, but the funds ot the contri- 
bution were inadequate to the fup- 
port or i. 

Tre mind of Drummond was 
filled wich a nobler project. He hid 
conceived the plan of erecting a 
large and commodious fabric, of the 
nature of an hoiptial, where all the 
fick poor, who might potibly apply 
for admittance, thould be received 
and attended. In order to accom- 
plith this, he fpent the better part 
of ten years in preparing the city 
to petition Parilament tor an act, 
by which his Majeity thould grant 
a charter, erecting, creating, and 
incorporatmg the contributors to 
this charitable defign mto one body 
corporate and poiitic, by the nam: 
of the Rovar Inrixmary oF Epin- 
BURGH, With rules for a perpetual 
fucceilion and munayement, with 
power to ule a ical to fuc, and be 
fued, to purchai¢ lauds, to make 
bye-laws, and with ali other powers 
necetiary for fuch a corporation. 
"Vitis aét was at lalt procured ; 
and a charter, dated the 25th ot 
Augult 1736. Coatribuuons How- 
ed in fiom all quarters; and, fo 
great was the influence of the Royal 
fancticn on the funds of the efta- 
blifhament, that it was judged expe- 
dient to begin che building. The 
managers accordingly made choice 
of an excellent plan, out of a num. 
ber that were prefented for the pur- 
pofe ; and the foindation ftone of 
the eafter hair of the body of the 
houfe was laid on the 2d of Auguit 

1733, 
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738. From that period, the build- 
ing was gradually continued, and 
1 the courle of tome years, the edi- 
tice compieted.

Can knowledve have no bound, but mutt advance 


So far, to make us wifh for ignorance ? 


IN an age when the {pirit of en- 
quiry predominates fo much, it 1s 
ct public imporcance, that thoile 
publications, which are periodically 
addreiled to it, and greedily perufed, 
thould not only be communicative 
ot agreeable, but ulcful information ; 
that it fhould be their aim not to 
laxity and miflead, but to invigo- 
iate and inform; not to blunt the 
fentibilities of moral talte, but to 
awaken its perceptions to thoie im- 
portant relations which conititute 
the order and harmony of {fo- 
ciely. 

THe general truth of this obfer- 
vation will be more immediately 
recognifed by thofe, who have 
turned the eye of enquiry upon the 
literature of France, and marked 
the pernicious confequences refult- 
wig tyom the milfapplied labours of 
thoic, who rendered fimilar publi- 
evuons the vehicle of fentiment and 
{pcculation equally debauched and 
cironeous. With all the talents, 
bit none of the views of philofo- 
phers, a junto amongit them, uni- 
ted in the wild enterprife of un- 
hinging the Chriftian fyitem. The 
stack Was commenced, by under- 
mining their church—a church, ty- 
‘annical and corrupted indeed—but 
iome fort prefervative of pub- 
iC morality, hi ome 
ts fathion: 
“stathionables are to the manners 


of France, lookine 
Vo. LXIV. 
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abufes, without reckoning the ad- 
vantages of religious eftablifhments, 
are induttrious to aifert their in- 
compatibility with reafon and phi- 
lofophy ; and this they advance 
with all the air of the moit liberal 
and expantive views. Far, how- 
ever, from aicribing the polluted 
motives of a Voltaire or a Weil- 
haupt to thofe who entertain this 
opinion, and who may poffibly juf- 
tify it to ithemfelves, upon 
they folid yvrounds; it is 
only meant to deprecate the evils 
to which it apparently leads, to ex- 
pole its imcontiltency with found 
philofophy, and to exhibit the con- 
nection between prefervation of mo- 
rals and the ftability of ilates. 

Ir is almoit trite to obferve, 
that the {phere of man’s action is 
a focial one; that he is to move 
with his kind, and be affeéted in his 
individual enjoyments, by the ap- 
proaches or alterations of the col- 
lective: ma{s in its progrefs toward 
the ultimate ends of fuciety. Fierce 
and lawlefs in a favage ilate, fub- 
ject to the fway of uncontrouled 
paffion, to the privations of want, 
to the terrors of fuperitition; the 
advantages of civilization are want- 
ing to the improvement of the mo- 
ral and intellectual capacities of 
man.

Ir mult be confeiled, that the fa- 
lutary purpoies of an eita ilithed re- 
ligion, i in producing and fupportine 
a number of learned and zealous 
inffructors, have too often been de- 
feated by internal and external 
bules and defe&s. The rights ot 
private judgment have been inva- 
ded, unity of fentiment facriticed to 
polemical fubtilty, and difference of 
opunten been followed with politi- 

cal disiranchifement. ‘ Tantum re- 
ligio potuit fuadere malorum.”’ But 
thete are violations of the iegitimaie 
ends of an eftablifhment--the en- 
forcing of theobligationsof morality, 
under the powerful fanctions of re- 
ligion. To this end, it is not ne- 
cefflary to amplify creeds with con- 
tefted dogmas of fpeculative theo- 
logy; it 1s not neceilary to fortuty 
the national fyitem with partial po- 
litical privileges, nor is it necefiar 
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to array it with that external pomp 
which is only calculated to impreis 
the “ pale itricken votaries of fuper- 


ftition.”? ‘To promote unity and 
harmony is the temporal end of re- 
ligion ; and this being the cafe, “it 
is a happy thing,” as the ‘agacious 
Bacon obiei ves, “ when itfelt is well 
contained within the true bond of 
uniiy.” 

It would be charaéteriftic of an en- 
lightened eye, to devile the means of 
allaying the animotities and diicords 
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{fpringing from impolitic religious 
diftincions. Reform would thu; 
emanate from a beneficent wifdom. 
The {pirit of rafh innovation would 
be difappointed of its fadtious re.

Every one who has made the 
attempt, mutt be fenfible, how dif- 
ficult it is to be a good public 
fpeaker. Even thef who have 
made the greatelt attainments in 
knowledge, through want of early 
practice, frequencly find themielves 
totally unqualified tor fpeaking in 
public. ‘hey cannot arrange their 
thoughts in proper order; they 
feel themfelves in a fituation to 
which they were never accutlomed; 
they fee every eve turned towards 
them; they become afraid, and fit 
down abathed and contounded. So- 
cicties, however, accuftom us to the 
firuation of a public fpeaker, and 
enable us to call up, and arrange 
our ideas in proper order, When- 
ever there is occation. 

THis habit of arranging our 
ideas, is not only wetul in public 
fpeaking, but in every department 
of knowledge, to which we may 
turn our attention. ‘The fyitem of 
nature, when viewed only as a vait 
collection of individul objects, lofes 
a great part of its beauty. It be- 
comes too extenfive for the facul- 
ties of man to grafp. Our thoughts 
are connected together by certain 
laws, and follow one another ina 
regular order. When we have 
made ourfelves acquainted with this 
order, we have made no fma!l pro- 
grefs in the conduct of the under- 
ltanding. We can trace thote links 
of the chain by which our ideas are 
affociated, and thus maintain ; aregu- 
larity and precifion in all our rea- 
fonings. ‘This ha‘it when applied 
to the itudy of nature, enables us 
to embrace together its diiferent 
parts, to view them as one waole,

than to effeet a radical cure. In 
the latter part of his tte, he accu:

porary fiutpention of uneafinels, buc 
at the expence of accumulating his 
natural impaticnes. His triend and 
pupil Zimmerman informs us, thet 
he took daily to large a quantity as 
eight grains of this ultimately dele- 
terions article. This con!tituuen.al 
irritability of temper, which occa- 
fionally interrupted the peace, even 
of his molt vigorous days, acquired 
additional foree, as he advanced tn 
life, and became the leis tupport- 
able, as age, with its concomitant 
infirmities, thattered his frame.

‘Tre foundelt German ¢ritics, in- 
deed, place Haller amon the mott 
emivent of their poets, and confi- 
der fublimity as the characteriltic 
of his writings. ‘Vhey acknowledge 
that he improved the harmony and 
richnefs of lis native tongue thar 
he poiletied the highett powers of 
invention, and of fancy; great ori- 
ginality, both in bis ideas and Jan- 
guage; that he is the true colour- 
ett of nature; that he founded the 
depth of metaphytical, and of mo- 
ral fcience 3; that he naturally ex- 
cells in picturefque defeription m 
fott and delichttul imagery ; in e- 
levated fentiment, and in philoio- 
phical precifion. 

A tew iupercilious erniics we have 
indeed met with, in courfe of our 
mvelligation, who repreach the 
poetry of Haller, with cccafional 
e@bteurities, and accute him of ha- 
ving introduced a new language, 
aticGedly averfe from the common 
modes of diction. "The fricturcs ot 
thete hypercritics, we diimiis with 
this fingie Gbiervation: Cold criti- 
cim may carp and ceninre; .but 
twenty-two jucceflive editions 
his German poems, and the trani- 
lation of them into the principal 
languages of Europe, piove that 
they poticts the great ends of poe- 
try, that of pleating and intercit- 
ing the reader. At the fame time, 
it may be remarked with truth, that 
although Haller’s ftupendous la- 
bours, in erudition and icience, 
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render his poetical talents of infe- 
rior account; yet, had he confined 
himfelf to poetry, that alone would 
have immortalized his name. 

Ivy gratifies the author of thefe 
ftrictures, that, in the opinion, 
which, with due diffidence, he has 
adventuied to flate, on a depart- 
ment of Haller’s labours, fo wide- 
ly remote from his own walks of 
literature, is fanctioned by the ver- 
dit cf the intelligent acute, and 
accomplithed ediior of the 
osities of Lteratare,” as appears from 
the following elegant criticilm, 
prefixed to a tranfiation of one of 
Haller’: odes. 

“Tur poet whom I am now to 
introduee to my reader, is better 
known in this country ior his exten- 
five warning, and recondite labours 
in phyhoiogy, than tor thefe exqui- 
fite pieces, which place him fo con- 
{picroutly amongi{t the modern po- 
ets of Germany. 

‘© If England have aot bellowed 
upon him the honours of a poet, 
France, however, has not been back- 
ward in this reipect. His poetry has 
been elegantly tranflated, and mul. 
tiplied by repeated editions. There 
are thofe who have placed him on 
an equality with the celebrated Gef- 
ner; and, perhaps, he is only not 
equal to him, in not having pro- 


duced a poem of the magnitude of 


the death ot Abel. 

“It itis allowed me to give the 
charaCer ot Haller asa poet, I wil 
fay, that he does not {well into that 
turgid eloquence which wearies the 
mental eye by a cumbrous accumu. 
Jation of fplendour. It is the cha- 
racteriitic of the German poets, that 
they do not know when to itop ; 
the itreneth of their genius tran- 
{ports them ito ? by foar- 
ing too high, they [train the tem. 
perate eye of the critic ; judgment 
to them ts a filken itring, too teeble 
to chain the wing of an eagle. 

* Ido not mean to countenance 
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velty, 
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or excufe certain pieces, which they 
inform us are tranflations from the 
German; and which, indeed, may 
well difguft the world with all Ger. 
man poetry. But, I believe, that 
the bombatt of thefe writers, is ra. 
ther to be attributed to themielves, 
than to the unfortunate German; 
who certainly, had he originally 
written in fo aukward a ttyle, would 
not have been thought worthy of a 
trantlation.

fcriptions, fublime in his odes, and 
tender in his elegies. He 1s not 
the lets to be admired as a fatir- 
cit; and Berne once trembled at 
the prefence of its’ Juvenal. His 
numbers are highly poliuhed ; and 
it is hard to render juilice to the 
delicate language of his mute.

Hatter was three times marri- 
ed: firlt to Marianne Wytfen, in 
the year 1731, who died in 17363 
his fecond wife was Elizabeth Bu- 
chers, Whom he married in 1738, 
and who foon after died in child- 
bed; Both thefe ladies were natives 
of Berne. In the year 1739, he 
married Amelia Frederica Teich- 
merin, who furvived him. Of his 
two firft wives, he wrote and pub- 
liked memoirs. He left eight 
children, tour fons and four daugh- 
ters, all of whom he lived to fee e- 
ttablithed in the world. His eld- 
elt fon Gotleib Emanuel Haller, 
who was born in the year 1735, 
traced his father’s footiteps, in con- 
fecrating his talents to the fervice 
of his country, and to the purfuits 
of literature. He was ele@ed mem- 
ber of the great council of Berne, 
ad filled various official fituations 
under government ; he died in the 
1786. 

As an author, Gotleib Emanuel 
Haller enjoyed confiderable emi. 
wence ; and various publications, 1l- 
luitrative of the hiitory and litera- 
ture of Switzerland iffued from his 
pen. Of thefe the molt interefting 
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is his Schwerzertsher Bibliothek, or 
Swifs Library, in fix 8vo volumes, 
of which the firft only was pub- 
hithed during his life. this 
work, high ia reputation, both for 
arrangement and accuracy; the 
author gives an elaborate enumer- 
ation of all the then exiting trea- 
tifes on the affairs of Switzerland,

REMARKS on THE CONTROVERSY rue 
POEMS or ROWLEY. 


To the Editors of the Scots Magaxine, 


GENTLEMEN, 

THE literati of Scotland have 
heen io eagerly engaged in difcuf- 
fing the authenticity of Offian’s 
Poems, that they have, in a great 
meaiure, overlooked the equally cu- 
rions controverfy which Chatterton 
excited among the Erglith antiqua- 
ries. As it is, however, no lefs wor- 
thy of their attention, I fthall take 
the liberty of offering a few deful- 
tory reflections on the ditcoveries or 
the forgertes of that aftonithing boy, 
withont pretending to enter regu- 
wich or d eK, into a fubject fo va- 
nous and extenfive.

on the Moral Consequences of the Arts 
and Sciences,” to give to the heroes of 
OMan that folemn delicacy, which, 
at any other period, noauthor would 
have attempt “d to vive. The cele- 
brated Phillipic, to which | allude, 
was publilhed in 1750, and the frit 
fragments of Celtic poetry, not long 
before 1760. 1 do not know if this 
has been noticed. However, it de- 
ferves notice ; for, the poems of Ot- 
fian have given reality, a /oca/ babr- 
and a name to the vilions and 
theories of Rouifeau. 

Bur, when we open the volume 
of Rowley, we find, that the man- 
ners which he exhibits, comeide ex- 
actly with the notions which tradt- 
tion and hiitory have given to us of 
the age in which, itis alleged, he 
lived ; even the language ts fo hid- 
den end incrulted with time, that tt 
is almolt impotlible to ditcover the 
meaning without the aid of a glof- 
fary. Betides, the topics of many 
of the minor pieces are fo local and 
perfonal, that it 1s exceedingly per- 
plexing, to conceive how they could 


attract any mind at the diltance of 


three hundred years; and much 
more, how they could tix the obier- 
Fant Imagination of a youth, whom, 
fiom the fervour ot his characer, 
ene would rather have expected to 
fee etfuling his genius on fome of 
the great national events, It ts 
deed truce, that we are prelented 
with a deterption of the battle of 
Hatiings, which, on the whole, mui 
be viewed as a ftupendous, and in 
pailages, a fublime heroic poem; 
and which, whether contidered as 
a production ot the rein of Fd. 
ward the IV. or of George the LIL. 
1 will venture to ailert, tor vivacity 


of ttyle, varicty and grandeur of 


imagery, may rank with the fneit 
etforts of poetry. 

Te Battle of Haitings has, no 
doubt, incommon with the other 
poems and ballads, feveral lines and 
phrates, which Bithop Hurd would 
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be apt to condemn, as fo many in. 
ftances of literary larceny. But re. 


Aemblances are not neceflarily imi. 


tauons. “here is only one perfead 
mode of exprefling thought, 
Hence, all authors, who have the 
fame idea to communicate in the 
fame language, will, in thcir ex. 
preiling of it, refemble each other 
precitely, in proportion to the de. 
gree in which they approach to ex. 
cellence, the bett will always have 
the itrongeft mutual likenefs. This 
law of criticifm is frequently ne. 
glefed, to the injury of many ele. 
gant original writers; and was al- 
together overlooked by a gentle. 
mai that publithed in the St James’s 
Chronicle of the 21ft of May 1778, 
a lit of parallel paffages felected 
from the works of Rowley. Before 
I became acquainted with the con- 
tents of that letter, I had noted a 
number ot thofe which he has point. 
ed out, and alfo other equally cu- 
rious refemblances. On this, how- 
ever, nothing, in my opinion, can 
be erected; becaufe it fuppofes, 
Chatierton to have read and ttudied 
much more than he had either le- 
fure or opportunity to do. Al- 
though genius fuperfedes, to fome 
extent, the necetlity of ttudy, yet, 
in the more mechanical proces 
of carrying the fight over a page, 

it commands no advantage. 
There is another object to be 
confidered. If Chatterton was real: 
ly the author of the conteiled poems, 
his motive for concealment could 
only be to try how far the public 
would relifh his productions ; and, 
when he found them received with 4 
degree of favour, commeniurate al 
Jeall to his expectations, the motive 
would naturally ceale to operate. 
Now, I believe it is generally un 
deritood that he never fairly coi 
fefled any thing like a detign of de- 
ceiving the public. ‘That he was 
able to write poetry as good as 
Rowlev’s, Lhave no doubt; tor the 
yolum: 
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volume of his mifcellanies fhow ma- 
ny tints of original thoughts, and 
traces of that felicitous pencilling by 
which the creations of genius arc 
ever ditingaithed. The following 
defcription of Fancy 1s probably the 
Eneit perfoniacauon extant :

Nor is there any improbability in 
the author of this poetry, acquiring, 
at the ave of 15, fuch a matterly 
knowledge of obfolete Eneglith, as 
the poems of Rowley difplay. Dr 
Johaton fays, that Banetier was 
not only potleffed of five languages 
before he had reached his ninth 
‘ear, but publithed, in his eleventh, 
a trantlation trom Hebrew into 
French, of the travels of Rabbi 
Pevjamin. It may be alleged, how- 
‘very that as the aequifition of lan- 
guages depends upon the exercife of 
a faculty moit effective in 
“opening of life, a contideration 
the attainments of Banetier can 
diminith our doubts 

‘“tlerton’s progrefs in ancient 
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Englifh literature. The magnitude 
of Rowley’s volume, the prolific 
imagination which it difclofes, are 
the circumitances that excite fufpi- 
cion. But, in oppofition to this, 
there is one decifive obfervation, 
which the intelligent reader will 
always make when he rifes from the 
perufal of it. And it is this: The 
poems are remarkable for imagina- 
tion of phrafealogy only ; plan, and 
the management of a tormed de- 
fign, the unioldmg of character, 
and the thading of paffion, they can 
have no diltinguithable pretenfions 
to. ‘Therefore, as a regularly ima- 
gined plan, and developement of 
characters, are the otlspring of pa- 
tient and lone refe‘tion, and as the 
efufion of fimple fancy is one o€ 
the characieriflics of youthful poets,” 
we may fairly infer, that where the 
latter predominates, and the former 
is famt, we fee only the vernal blof 
foms of a young and growing mind, 
a promile of fruit that mutt expe- 
rience the fummer of manhood, and 
the autumn of waning life, before it 
will either fubftantially folace or 
exhilarate mankind. 

In thefe obfervat’. 1s, I have not 
tated the whole ot my opinion of 
the authenticity of Rowley’s poems, 
as my object was chiefly to awaken 
the attention of others to it, and 
which, I imagine, ts better obtained 
by different and oppotite tmpref- 
fions, than by impultes given tn on- 
Jy one direction. For, fo much of 
the argument refts upon internal 
evidence, that one’s opinion can- 
not be well underitood without in- 
fpecting quotations, which are inca- 
pable of being admitted into a ma- 

azine, from the oblolete obfcurity 
of the language, and irom the im- 
proper length to which they would, 
neceflarily, carry my letter.
